ATROCIOUS ATTACK UPON A DR. 
FENCELESS WOMAN,

Braten Inio Iasemsibtiity and Then Robbed 
~ Alderman Cariyle Monered - Sen, 
Women and (Children DBtegracefally 
Drank Nearly Barnacd te Death-Meld 
tp aad Rebbrda. 


t Tonowto, Dec, 28.--A shocking ecene was 
enrcled at 339 Cerard street east shortly 
before 21 o'clock last night, when three 
brawny painters made a bold attempt to 
murder a defenceless woman and ber two 
children, Mrs. Gilbert, a widow np anna 
4 years of age, who esrus bread for herself 
and family, resides at the above address and 
rents what rooms are not occupied by herself 
to James McCarthy, a painter, and his 

rtner, Wm. Smith, For some weeks past 

Smith has oF oie to be jealous of the 
attentions paid the landlady by hia partner, 
and last night he resolved, with the sid of 
his brothers Archie and Charles, to take the 
widow's life. At the hour mentioned, and 
just as Mrs. Gilbert was Prepering to 
retire, the trio approac e front 
door and demand admittance. This 
being refused they broke down 
the door and made a rush for the 
kitchen, where the now thoroughly fright- 
ened woman stood, Wm. Smith, it is 
alleged, seized her by the heir and at- 
tempted to batter her brains out with a 
flat-iron, while the brothers occupied their 
timo in prancing upon the trate form of 
their victim, who roused the neighborhood 
with her piercing shricka. McCarthy, who 
had gone to bed, sprung up and closed with 
the intruders, one of whom, it is alleged, 
ran past him and attempted to strike the 
little 7-year-old daughter of the mistress of 
the house. Thesight of her child in danger 
caused the mother to spring to her feet, and, 
seizing a flat-iron dealt Wim. Smitha blow 
upon the temple, which laid him out and 
covered his clothing with a stream of blood. 
A moment later the police, headed by Ser- 
goant Cross, arrived and placed the brothers 
under arrest. They were marched to No, 4 
Police Station and a charge of aggravated 
assinlt entered against the names of Charles 
and-Archie, while the more serious charge 
of attempted murder was written opposite 
Williams entry. 

James Moc, 381 King street west, re- 
ported to the police last evening that five 
men had held him up about 7 o'clock at the 
corner of Esplanade and Church streets, 
and, after beating him into insensibility, 
rolbed him of his gold watch and chain.

Kixastosx, Dec, 28,—The five convicts 
who escaped from the Penitentiary last 
night are still at large. These additional 
particulars of the affair are learned to-day : 

As has been the custom from time imme- 
norial, the bakers at the Penitentiary were 
put at the extra duty, after the rest of the 
convicts were in their cells, of making final 
preparation for the Christmas dinner— | 


always more elaborate than on ordinary 
days. Seven men were marched to the 

ery, and they worked antil nearly 10 
o'clock, They were in charge of Guard 
Appleton, the bakery instructor (Mr. Cow- 
ard} being ill. About 10 o’clock Appleton 


was suddenly seized, overpowered, tied and 
sagged. Hie cost was removed and donned 
y one of the prisoners. Two convicts , 
named Morgafi and Kay, who remonstrated 
with their comrades, were also bound when 
they refused to join in the mutiny. 

Then the door of the bakery was opened 
with Appleton’s keye and the quintet 
awaited the coming of the night watches. 
Keeper Krennan waa the first to appear. 
He entered and in the dim light saw what 
he touk to be an offiver by the brass buttons 
In a moment he was felled by 
a blow from a club. Behind him was 
Yardman Driscoll carrying « lantern, He
